REPORT OF THE SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hampstead: 

It gives me pleasure to submit my first annual 
report of the Schools of Hampstead. 

The school year begins July 1 and ends, June 30. 
The year with which this report deals ended in 1927, 
and as I took up the work in March my report will be 
limited in some respects. I have found the schools in 
. good condition and have tried to continue the work 
so well begun by your former Superintendent. 

There were 169 different pupils enrolled in the 
schools last year. This is an increase of 8 over the 
preceeding year. The attendance averaged 97.1 per 
cent of the membership. The average for the State 
for this period was 94.57. 

_ No one realizes better than I that a Superintend- 
ent’s first year in a district should be a time of get- 
ting acquainted, rather than a period of radical 
changes. With this in mind, I have tried to become 
familiar with matters pertaining to schools and to 


follow as closely as possible the plans already worked 
out. 
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Various standardized tests have been used te 
check school progress. These tests show that our 
schools as a whole are up to the standard attainment 
of schools in similar communities over the country. 

The fundamental processes—reading, arithmetic, 
spelling and writing have been thoroughly taught and 
results checked by means of tests. 

The general aim of education is to train all 
pupils in those qualities of life and character which 
will make them good and efficient citizens in the com- 
munity, State and nation. The objectives of educa-_ 
tion in a democracy have been summarized by a com- 
mittee of American teachers under seven headings: 

1. Command of Fundamental Processes. 

Health. 

Worthy Home Membership. 

Training for Vocation. 

Training for Citizenship. 

Worthy use of Leisure. 
- Ethical Character. 
The teachers have cooperated with the Super- 
intendent in an attempt in unifying the work of the 
schools to accomplish these objectives. ‘%: is our pur- 
pose to make our educational activities a means of 
achieving these purposes. For each individual pupil 
the work of education may be considered as directed 
toward developing purpose and personality for the 
good of the pupil and the society in which he lives. 
Thus we may hope that our school work will result in 
happy, serviceable lives. 

The supervisory activities have been expended 
in class-room visits, followed up by interviews, per- 
sonal conferences and frequent school inspections. 
The two most important steps in improving schools 
are to improve the teaching and increase the actual 
attendance. $6 
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As in past years, Mrs. Eva Thompson, Supervisor 
of Music, Miss Helen Thomas, School Nurse and Mr. 
Arthur Davies Headmaster of High School have sent 
reports on their special work. These reports are 
worthy of careful attention. 

Parents should take notice of reports sent home 
by our School Nurse, informing them of physical de- 
fects, and have these defects corrected. No pupil can 
do the mental work of the school properly if physic- 
ally handicapped. 

For the teacher, the School Board and myself, 
we express the common desire that a large number 
of parents and friends visit the schools. If parents 
will come to see their children at work, what they are 
doing, what they are given to do with and how their 
work is directed, it will give them first hand informa- 
tion concerning our schools. 

In closing I wish to express my aporicintion of 
the courtesy and cooperation of the School Board, 
the Teachers and the Community.
